and federal arrest warrants in 
connection witn a major 
anti-fencing undercover op- 
eration in the Detroit metro- 
politan area, 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Curt Haas was personally 
Notified of Erickson's arrest 
by F.B.|. officials on Tues- 
day morning. although, ac- 
cording to Haas. he knew 
nothing of the investigation 
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prior to that. Erickson is 
employed as County Juve- 
nile Agent, a governor-ap- 
pointed posi. revoriiny tere 
in the County to the Probate 
Judge. Exact details of Erick- 
son's alleged participation in 
the fencing ring were not 
available at oress-time.

Franklin Lowrie, FBI, Tues- 
day's operation culminated 
one phase of an 18-month 
project directed at area fenc- 
eS and inieves.

“The statutory language i is quite clear that the insurance 
programs may be provided ‘for employees under its juris- 
diction’. lt is well established that a county road commission 
is an employer, Wayne County Civil Service Commission v 
Board of Supervisors, 384 Michigan 363 (1971). The county 
road commissioners are not ‘employees under its 
jurisdiction’ within the statutory language, and are thus not 
entitled to participate in the group insurance programs. This 
interpretation is supported by an opinion of the Attorney 
General which construed identical language in a predecessor 
statute to exclude participation by road commissioners in a 
retirement plan. 1945-46 OAG, O-4290. Furthermore, parti- 
cipation by the road commissioners in the group insurance 
program could run afoul of MCLA 224.10a; MSA 9. 110. This 
atatute prohibiis a (oad Commissioner from entering ints any 
contract jn which the cammissioners have a pecuniary 
interest, whether direct or indirect. The receipt of the 
insurance coverage under a group insurance program would 
constitute a direct pecuniary interest in the contract with the 
insurance Carrier. 

“Therefore, it is our opinion that MCLA 224.10a; MSA 
9.110 (1) does not authorize the county road commission to 
provide group insurance coverage for the member commis- 
sioners.

Question: {am the mother of 
a? week old daughter and | 
sometimes feel that my baby 
does not love me. When | look 
at her she seems to purposely 
look away from my face. She 
has done this consistently and | 
don't know why? 

Answer: You sound disap- 
pointed and possibly iurt that 
your chiid does not look you 
straight in the eyes. It also 
sounds as though eye contact is 
very important to you. 

Indeed eye contact is impor- 
tant for many parents and is one 
of the “goodies” that parents 
usualiy receive from iheir ba- 
bies. Parents may find them- 
selves in the position of not 
getting very many “goodies” 
from their child. This is unfor- 
tunate because parents need 
these things from their babies 
just as babies need nurturing 
and love from their parents. 

When Mom or Dad changes 
the babies diapers, feeds and 
bathes him, and spends other 
energies doing many of the jobs 
parents do with their babies, it 
can be exhausting. Parents 
need something to keep them 
yuing win ine ‘ 
this something is a smile irom 
their baby or a touch with his 
feet and hands. These things 
can makz parents feel good 
about their interchanges with 
their baby. 

When parents can see and 
hear that they have a nice 
impact on their children, it gives 
them good feelings about their 
relationship with their children. 
When parents don't see or hear 
messages from their baby that 
makes them feel good, it can 
sare the parents willingness 

interact with their baby. 
Babies who consistently took 
away from the parents can also 
cause parents to feel hurt and 
rejected. {t must certainly feel 
lonely and rejecting to a Mom or 
Dad who tries to look at their 
baby face to face and the baby 
seems to ignore them. 

Parants who feel rejected and 
“unloved” by their baby may 
find it helpful to share their 
feelings and observations with a 
friend, husband or wife. Some- 
times just iaiking about i helps 
but you may also find a person 
who understands your concerns 
and tries to heln you. Wouldn't 
it be refreshing to hear this 
person Say. “Gee, | felt that way 
when my child stiffened ud 
when ! picked him up.” Hearing 
someone say, “} have had 
similar feelings" can set one’s 
mind to ease sometimes. {t 
would also be nice if this person 
could point out specific things 
to you that you weren't aware of 
with respect to your interac- 
tions with your baby. Suppose 
he told you that he noticed your 
baby turn his head and {ook at

short terms, then resigning, claiming 
the hard decisions they must make on 
millage issues, labor problems, and 
teachers’ contract discussions simply 
aren't worth the hassle.” 

Some of the findings of The News 
survey indicated fewer people with “tor 
management” experiance were running 
for school boards, more women were 
serving. more friction was developing 
between administrators and boards, 
and more teachers were running for 

The iast point is wnat got me in 
trouble. The News story reported: 
“More teachers are running for school 
boards in their home districts.” 

| interpreted that report, and reprinted 
It, nus: “More teachers are running for 
school board jobs in the district where 
they teach.” 

Up popped Kirk L. Curtis, executive 
director of the Jackson County Educa- 
tion Association. taking The Almanack 
to task—properly so. Teachers cannot 
serve on school boards in the district 
where they teach. The Michigan Attor- 
ney General has ruled that such service 
would be a conflict of interest; “the 
compatibility of public otfices.” 

Mr. Curtis pointed out my error, and | 
appreciate it. Teachers can serve on 


school boards where they live if they 
teach in another district, Curtis pointed 
out. and added that he favors teachers 
on school boards under those condi- 
tions.

Decline of Ahout 10 Per Cent 
Found in Kirtland’s Warbler 


LANSING —- The Department 
of Natural Resources reports 
that the 1978 census of the 
Kirtland’s Warbler shows a 
decline of about 10 per cent in 
world’s population of this rare 
songbird 

The census. conducted under 
the general direction of Dr. 
Lawrence Ryel. Chief of the 
ONR’s Surveys and Statistical 
Services Office. included per- 
sunnel from the ONG, US. Tish 
and Wildlife Service, US. For- 
est Service. and interested 
meinbers of the public 

John Byelich, retired DNR 
wildlife bialagist and leader at 
the Kirtland’s Warbler Recovery 
Team. says a total of 197 males 
was tallied this year compared 
to 219 in 1977. Assuming an 
equal nurnber of females, the 
otal breeding population would 
be just under 400, he says. 

The Kirtland’s Warbler Re- 
covery Team is a U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service appointed team 
assembled for the purpose of 
preparing a plan for the recovery 
of the ondangered Kirtland's 


tn: the northern Lower Pen- 
insula, the traditional breeding 
range of the rare bird, census 
takers found 193 males, down 
from 218 in 1977. 

“Birds were found in six 
counties in the northorn Lower 
Peninsula.” says Ryel. “Most ot 
the decline was in Ogemaw 
County. which had 22 less 
males this year.” 

The 1978 counts by county 
were: Crawford 71, Oscoda 62, 
Ugemaw 4U, Kalkaska 10, losco 
2, and Rascommon 2.
